D E A T H -T R A P S IN H O M ES. 
There are many reasons for rejoicing 
al the approach of spring. One most 
excellent one is that it will diminish 
the number of horrible deaths by burn­ 
ing. Not a day passes that the news­ 
papers do not chronicle from one to a 
Ammi cases where persons, usually in­ 
fants or aged women, have been burn­ 
ed to death by their clothing taking 
Ere at an open-front stove or an unpro­ 
tected grate. In fact, the record of 
the past winter has proved that the 
open fire-place has become a close ri­ 
yal of the railroad grade crossing in 
meting out death to the undeserving 
and the unwary. Bast Liverpool and 
vicinity have furnished an alarmingly 
large number of these shocking acci­ 
dents, and every section of the coun­ 
try where natural gas or soft coal is 
used for fuel has helped to swell the 
terrible quota. 
It seems useless to 
urge caution and care; the warning al­ 
ways comes too late. Meantime death­ 
traps, in which innocent infants and 
feeble women are liable to be caught 
and killed at any moment, continue to 
lurk 
in hundreds of households. 
Is 
there no remedy? Surely there must 
be one. An obvious precaution would 
be the use of a little common sense in 
the construction of fire-places. If this 
cannot be had except under compul­ 
sion, then let there be legislation. A 
small screen of gauze wire, stretched 
in front of every open fire, would pre­ 
vent the loss of scores of lives yearly. 
Why should not health authorities and 
legislators give the matter their atten­ 
tion? It is true that a man's house is 
his castle, but even in his castle a man 
has no right to maintain an apparatus 
that constantly endangers the life of 
his wife and children. There are laws 
regulating sanitary 
appliances and 
plumbing used in houses, and there 
should be a law forbidding the unpro­ 
tected grate, and it should be enforced 
to the letter.

There are many reasons for rejoicing 
a l the approach of spring. One most 
excellent one is that it will diminish 
the number of horrible deaths by burn­ 
ing. Not a day passes that the news­ 
papers do not chronicle from one to a 
4osen oases where persons, usually in­ 
fants or aged women, have been burn­ 
ed to death by their clothing taking 
lire at an open-front stove or an unpro­ 
tected grate. In fact, the record of 
the past winter has proved that the 
open iire-place has become a close ri­ 
val of the railroad grade crossing in 
m eting out death to the undeserving 
and tho unwary. East Liverpool and 
vicinity have furnished an alarmingly 
large number of these shocking acci­ 
dents, and every section of the coun­ 
try where natural gas or soft coal is 
used for fuel has helped to swell the 
terrible quota.

Long distance raids in an enemy s 
country can be made only when* there 
are a good many horses. John Morgan 
could 
never 
have 
made 
his 
raid 
through Indiana and Ohio in 1S03 if 
the counties raided had not been well 
supplied with the best horses in the 
west. When he started from the Cum­ 
berland river, In east Tennessee, Mor­ 
gan believed that he would swoop 
everything before him and that, if 
properly supported, he would capture 
Cincinnati. 
“Morgan, with a well organized bri­ 
gade of cavalry 4,000 strong, swept 
northward from the Cumberland river 
through Kentucky to the Ohio river at 
Brandor.berg, 40 miles below Louis­ 
ville. 
There he captured two steam­ 
boats, crossed the river, swept through 
southern Indiana, galloped arouud Cin­ 
cinnati, not more than ten miles from 
the city, and then moved eastward, 
expecting to cross the Ohio river at 
Buffington, but was driven back, made 
another attempt at Wellsville, but was 
finally captured at New Lisbon. 
“This was the most remarkable raid 
of the war. It carried panic and con­ 
fusion into Ohio and Indiana, but in 
results it was of no benefit whatever 
to the Confederate cause. Morgan be­ 
lieved that there would be an uprising 
in the Confederate interest iu Ken­ 
tucky, 
There was not 
Ile believed 
that the peace Democrats in Ohio 
would give him at least secret support, 
but when his men stole the horses of 
the peace Democrats the latter joined 
the ranks of Morgan’s pursuers, and 
before the raid was half over the 
whole state was aroused, and men 
who had taken no interest in the war 
previous to that time shouldered their 
squirrel rifles to fight the raiders who 
were stealing their horses and carry­ 
ing tho horrors of war to their very 
doors. 
“There was hard riding all the time 
for Morgan’s men. 
They left behind 
them a wreckage of broken down 
horses. They kept ahead of their Un­ 
ion pursuers simply because they stole 
horses right and left and remounted 
the men, but they were finally captur­ 
ed, and that fall Ohio gave the war 
party the largest majority in the his­ 
tory of the state up to that time. 
In 
fact, the Morgan raid, by earn ing the 
war iuto the peaceful districts of In­ 
diana. and Ohio, provoked a furious 
feeling of resentment, which influ­ 
enced people for 20 years. 
“ I lie comedy of the raid was fur­ 
nished by the people of the districts 
w holly unused to war, wholly unpre­ 
pared for it and with exaggerated 
ideas of the ferocity of Morgan’s men. 
For two weeks it was only necessary 
for some mischievous boy to shout 
‘Morgan is coming!’ in any village In 
central or southern Ohio to create a 
panic.

Stenography was not invented at that 
time. 
Every one of his letters was 
written with his own hand and with 
great care, although after breaking his 
wrist while minister to France It be­ 
came a great labor to him. 
His pen­ 
manship was small, plain and legible, 
every letter being perfectly formed, and 
his account books are kept In so small 
a hand that many of the pages cannot 
be read without a magnifying glass. 
Jefferson 
was 
ambidextrous. 
He 
could write equally well with either 
hand. When his wrist was broken, he 
learned to write with his left bund, 
which became as skillful as the other. 
It would have been impossible for bim 
to have carried on his extensive corre­ 
spondence without being able to re­ 
lieve his right band at intervals.—Chi­ 
cago Record.

There be captured two steam­ 
boats, crossed the river, swept through 
southern Indiana, galloped around Cin­ 
cinnati, not more than ten miles from 
the city, and then moved eastward, 
exacting to cross the Ohio river at 
Buffington, but was driven back, made 
another attempt at Wellsville, but was 
finally captured at New Lisbon. 
“This was the most remarkable raid 
of tho war. 
It carried panic and con­ 
fusion into Ohio and Indiana, but in 
results it was of no benefit whatever 
to tho Confederate cause. Morgan be­ 
lieved that there would be an uprising 
in the Confederate interest iu Ken­ 
tucky. 
There was not 
Ile believed 
that the peace Democrats in Ohio 
would give him at least secret support, 
but when bis men stole the horses of 
the peace Democrats the latter joined 
the ranks of Morgan’s pursuers, and 
before the raid was half over the 
whole state was aroused, and men 
who had taken no interest In the war 
previous to that time shouldered their 
squirrel rifles to fight the raiders w’ho 
were stealing their horses and carry­ 
ing the horrors of war to their very 
doors. 
“There was hard riding all the time 
for Morgan’s men. 
They left behind I 
them a wreckage of broken down ' 
horses. They kept ahead of their Un- ' 
Ion pursuers simply because they stole I 
horses right and left and remounted I 
i the men, but they were finally captur- I 
ed. and that fall Ohio gave the war 
party the largest majority in the his­ 
tory of the state up to that time. 
In 
fact, the Morgan raid, by carry ing the 
war into the peaceful districts of In­ 
diana. and Ohio, provoked a furious 
feeling of resentment, which influ­ 
enced people for 20 years. 
“The comedy of the raid was fur­ 
nished by the people of the districts 
xv holly unustd to war, wholly uupre- J 
pared for it and with exaggerated ' 
ideas of the ferocity of Morgan’s men. i 
For two weeks it was only necessary 
i 
for some mischievous boy to shout 
‘Morgan is coming!’ in any village in 
central or southern Ohio to create a ' 
panic. I know that many of the raiders 
after Morgan got no rest night or day, 
slept in the saddle, and not a few of 
them fell off their horses In sleep. At 
the end of the raid they were as ex­ 
hausted as Morgan’s men. but with 
a more difficult task to perform they 
never received half the praise given 
to the raiders. 
“I remember,” confmued the major, 
“one case in which a woman stabled 
her carriage horses In the parlor for 
two days to keep them out of Mor­ 
gan s hands. I saw Morgan’s me£Mde 
by that house and saw some of them 
stop to listen at the unusual sound of 
horses’ feet on a carpeted floor, but the 
parlor horses were not disturbed. Some 
of our neighbors drove their horses, 
cattle and sheep 30 miles into the in­ 
terior and were away from home a 
week.

An East Liverpool correspondent of 
the Commoner and Glassworker, sign­ 
ing himself Gallaher, has the follow­ 
ing somewhat startling statement in 
this week’s issue: 
“While things seem to 
be 
going 
along smoothly between the national 
officers and the 
manufacturers, still 
it has become known that the national 
officers are very much dissatisfied of 
late over the actions of the manufac­ 
turers. 
The refusal of the manufac­ 
turers to appoint a committee to deal 
with the Brotherhood regarding the 
questions adopted at the last conven 
tion has palsied the* hands of the na­ 
tional officers, unless they wish to or­ 
der a strike. 
The fact that the dif­ 
ferent locals are demanding the 
en­ 
forcement of these questions has made 
It very unpleasant and 
disagreeable 
for the national officers, who are en­ 
deavoring to reach a peaceful settle­ 
ment of the questions at issue 
and 
thereby avert trouble. 
But the con­ 
stant clamoring of the operatives for 
the 
enforcement of these measures, 
and the disagreeable tactics of 
the 
manufacturers, have proven too much 
for the officers, and some of them, 
who heretofore 
have been very con­ 
servative, now very earnestly favor re­ 
sorting to the most strenuous meas­ 
ures. 
“I have It from good authority that 
unless things 
take a different turn 
within the next month an ultimatum 
will be presented to the manufactur­ 
ers, which, in addition to the questions 
heretofore submitted to them, will con­ 
tain a demand for a general increase 
of wages. 
“The reason for asking a 
general 
increase, and which is a logical one, 
is that the manufacturers have recent­ 
ly increased their selling price, and 
the operatives feel that they should 
share in this Increase, for if in the fu 
ture the manufacturers should be com­ 
pelled to reduce the selling price they 
will then, in all probability, call upon 
the operatives to share in the reduc­ 
tion. 
It is to be hoped that a strike will 
be averted, but lf the manufacturers 
continue in their present methods 
a 
strike must be the inevitable conclu­ 
sion. 
They have refused the Brother­ 
hood’s request for a conference, which 
leaves nothing for the officials to do 
but demand, and having made a de­ 
mand they must consistently enforce 
their demands.” 
Pres. Hughes*, Secretary Duffy and 
several other members of the national 
organization were seen, but refused to 
be quoted. 


Among these was the hearing of the 
report of George Smith, who had been 
appointed at a previous meeting 
to 
take the census of the kilnmen of the 
city. 
Mr. Smith’s report was an inter 
eating one, and will be a valuable ad­ 
dition to their already large batch of 
statistics. 
The report shows there are just 380 
kilnmen engaged at the trade In East

Mr. Jefferson probably wrote more 
letters with his own hand than any 
other public man that ever lived. The 
extent of his correspondence may be 
Inferred from the fact that 26,000 let­ 
ters neatly folded and brit fed were 
preserved by him and found carefully 
filed away at the time of his death. 
with copies of the replies sent to more 
than 16,000. These, however, were on­ 
ly a small portion of his correspond­ 
ence, as he retained only those he con­ 
sidered of future usefulness or Impor­ 
tance. 
Stenography was not invented at that 
time. 
Every one of his letters was 
written with his own hand and with 
great care, although after breaking his 
wrist while minister to France it be­ 
came a great labor to him. 
His pen­ 
manship was small, plain and legible, 
every letter being perfectly formed, and 
his account books are kept in so small 
a hand that many of the pages cannot 
be read without a magnifying glass. 
Jefferson 
was 
ambidextrous. 
He 
could write equally well with either 
hand. 
When his wrist was broken, he 
learned to write with his left hand, 
which became as skillful as the other. 
It would have been impossible for him 
to have carried on his extensive corre­ 
spondence without being able to re­ 
lieve his right hand a t intervals.—Chi­ 
cago Record.

west. When he started from the Cum­ 
berland river, in east Tennessee, Mor­ 
gan believed that he would sweep 
everything before him and that, if 
properly supported, he would capture 
Cincinnati. 
“Morgan, with a well organized bri­ 
gade of cavalry 4.000 strong, swept 
northward front the Cumberland river 
through Kentucky to the Ohio river at 
Brandenberg, 40 miles below Louis­ 
ville. 
There he captured two steam­ 
boats, crossed the river, swept through 
southern Indiana, galloped around Cin­ 
cinnati, not more than ten railes from 
the city, and then moved eastward, 
e x a c tin g to cross the Ohio river at 
Buffington, hut was driven back, made 
another attempt at Wellsville, but was 
finally captured at New Lisbon. 
“This was the most remarkable mid 
of the war. 
It carried panic and con­ 
fusion into Ohio and Indiana, but in 
results it was of no benefit whatever 
to the Confederate cause. 
Morgan be­ 
lieved that there would be an uprising 
In the Confederate interest in Ken­ 
tucky. 
There was not. 
He believed 
that the peace Democrats 
in 
Ohio 
would give him at least secret support, 
but when his men stole the horses of 
the peace Democrats the latter joined 1 
the ranks of Morgan’s pursuers, and 
before the raid was half over the 
whole state was aroused, and men j 
who had taken no Interest In the war 
previous to that time shouldered their 
squirrel rifles to fight the raiders who , 
were stealing their horses and carry­ 
ing the horrors of war to their very 
doors. 
“There was hard riding all the time 
for Morgan’s men. 
They left behind I 
them a wreckage of 
broken 
down 
horses. They kept ahead of their Un­ 
ion pursuers simply because they stole 
horses right and left and remounted 
the men, but they were finally captur­ 
ed. and that fall Ohio gave the war 
party the largest majority iii the his­ 
tory of the state up to that time. 
In 
fact, the Morgan raid, by carrying the 
war into the peaceful districts of In­ 
diana. and Ohio, provoked a furious 
feeling of resentment, 
which Influ­ 
enced people for 20 years. 
“ I he comedy of the mid was fur­ 
nished by the people of the districts 
wholly unused to war, wholly unpre­ 
pared for It and with exaggerated 
ideas of the ferocity of Morgan’s men. 
For two weeks it was only necessary 
for some mischievous l>oy to shout 
‘Morgan is coming!’ In any village In 
central or southern Ohio to create a 
panic.
